REICHSTAG ABOLISHES 
SOVEREIGNTY RIGHTS 
OF GERMAN STATES

BERLIN, Jan. 30. 
HE Reichstag voted unani- 
mously today, on the first 
anniversary of the country's 
Nazi rule, to reform the system 
of government of the German 
Republic. 

The bill, as passed in three 
summary and successive read- 
ings, consists of six paragraphs: 

1. The National Assembly of 
German States is abolished. 

2. The sovereignty rights of 
the states are assumed by the 
Reich and the state govern- 
ments become subordinate to 
the Reich’s government. 

3. The state governors (the 
Stathalter) are subordinated in 
office to the Reich’s Ministry of 
the Interior. 

4. The Reich’s government 
can create new constitutions! 
law. 

5. The Reich’s Minister of the 
Interior promulgates immedi- 
ately the ordinances to make 
this present law and its admin- 
istrative regulations effective. 

6. The law becomes effective 
immediately.

BERLIN, Jan. 30. — Chancellor 


Hitler on the first anniversary of 
his assumption of power, said today 
that humanity had entered on a 
period of “searching for timely 
ideas and realizations that might 
give humanity a new well-being.” 

His declaration was made in a 
speech to the Reichstag assembled 
in the Kroll Opera House. 


He said Germany had no inten- 
tions of violating the security of 
Austria. 

He said his administration had 
“removed, in one year, a world of 
conceptions and institutions and 
‘put others in their places.” 

He said there had been misery in 
Germany before his assumption of 
power, but that now humanity 
was seeking timely ideas for a new 
well-being. 

Effect of World War. 

This process, he went on, was 
hastenec by the World War, which, 
as far as Germany was concerned, 
“undermined the stability of au- 
thority of leaders of the then Reich 
and, by the dictate of Versailles, de- 
stroyed the independence and free- 
dom of the Reich.” 

He condemned the party bicker- 
ings following the establishment of 
the German republic, saying: 

“The bourgeois democracy allied 
itself with Marxian international- 
ism and brought forth a series of 
cabinets which squandered the na- 
tion’s economic and political capi- 
tal. 

“Everything was turned  topsy- 
'turvy. What was bad became good 
‘and vice versa. 

“Heroes were despised; cowards 
extolled. Honest men were pun- 
ished; lazy ones rewarded. 

“The political and cultural life 
became atomized. The authority of 
leaders became undermined. 


“It is the unique merit of Nazi- 
ism to have prevented a total col- 


lapse.” 
Praises Associates. 
Hitler paid tribute to his co- 
workers for their sacrifices to “lib- 
the: German people from..the 
éss which would have del 
ered 30,000,000 to starvation.”«@7 
Then he madé the custemary 
argument against the 
treaty, saying that Communism had 


of the peace treaty in order to pre- 
pare for a Communist world revo- 
lution. 

“Thus,” he said, “the Nazi move- 
ment deserves not only praise by 
the German people but by the entire 
world for stopping a development 
which would have given a death 
blow to all hopes for betterment.” 

He said that what had replaced 
the old system was democracy in 
| the best sense of the word, namely 
‘service to the people in accordance 
with the people’s will. 

“The racial ideas underlying 
Nazism,” said Hitler, “do not mean 
contempt for other peoples but 
rather a natural respect for others.” 

Germany, he added, had millions 
of the best people who desired work 
and who had developed their spir- 
itual and physical faculties and 
had a soil capable of increasing its 
output. 

Given an authoritative govern- 
ment and the confidence of the 
people, Hitler declared, the prob- 
lems of Germany could be solved,

Judge Alexander Akerman today 
declared the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act unconstitutional and is- 
sued to a group of Florida citrus 
growers an injunction restraining 
the state control committee from 
enforcing proration orders under 
the act. 

In an oral order from the bench 
at the conclusion of a two-day 
hearing on injunction proceedings 
brought by the Hillsborough Pack- 
ing Co. and Lake Fern Groves, Inc., 
Judge Akerman said the act, when 
considered in the light of the Con- 
stitution, “is so full of holes you 
could drive eight yoke of oxen 
through it.” 


He said, “I would be more than 


happy if I could avoid deciding the 
questions presented in this case, but 
if I did, I'd be a coward.” He add- 
ed that public clamor and threats 
could not deter him from ruling 
as he saw the matter. 

Declaring that he read the Con- 
stitution once a week but could find 
no reference in it to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the Judge said 
the Secretary of Agriculture had 
become such a great power that he 
had an army of men, greater than 
George Washington, and today had 
more power than Caesar or Na- 
poleon.

MOSCOW, Jan. 30.—A Soviet civil 
aviation stratosphere balloon which 
took off on an unannounced ascen- 
sion today was reported in a mes- 
sage from its crew to have reached

The balloon, known as the “Osoa- 
viakhim,” attained its maximum 
altitude at 11:59 a. m. (3:29 a. m., 
St. Louis time). A radio message 
said descent was started immedi- 
ately. The crew reported the tem- 
perature outside the gondola was 
between 33 and 49 degrees below 
zero and 4 below inside. 

The message “all is well” was 
flashed from the balloon, followed 
with additional word that visibility 
was so poor the crew could not de- 
termine their exact position. Ajir- 
Planes were dispatched from the 
Mcscow military airdrome to help 
the balloonists to find themselves. 

The balloon was taken up in spite 
of bitter cold weather in an effort 
to beat the mark of 62,304 feet set 
in September by the Russian mili- 
tary balloon “Stratostat U. S. 8. R.” 
It was manned by Pavil Fedosein- 
ko, Andrey Vasenko and [Ilya 
Usyskin. 

The weather was foggy and the 
temperature was close to freezing 
when the balloon, about the same 
size as the military balloon, went 
aloft. The start was made at 8:40 
a. m., in the presence of only a few 
military and civil aviation officials 
from the civil aviation airport, at 
the village of Mazilovo, eight miles 
from Moscow. 

So rapid was the ascent that the 
balloon soon disappeared. from 
sight.

The man was the late Joseph H. 
Bagley, and when he died in 1932 
he bequeathed his entire estate to 
Brown. They had suffered heavy 
losses in the stocl- account, al- 
though at one time it had a balance 
of more than $500,000. 

Bagley’s estate had a value, at 
the peak of security values, of ap- 
proximately $1,500,000, but as finally 
received by Brown was worth about 
$50,000. Brown described it at the 
time as “practically nothing.” 

Tells of Handling Account. 

The testimony was given by offi- 
cials of the brokerage house of G. 
M. P. Murphy & Co. and by L. B. 
Peters, who was Bagley’s secretary 
up to the time of his death in 1932. 
Peters said he handled the account. 

It was carried on the broker’s 
books under the designation of 
“B-50,” for the reason, one of them 
explained, that “Mr. Bagley didn’t 
want the employes of the office to 
know who owned it.” 

It also was disclosed that a part- 
ner in the Murphy firm was inter- 
ested in a largé airline to which 
Brown accorded a mail contract. 

The account was purely specula- 
tive, having been carried on the 
books at all time sas a marginal 
trading account. It was open with 
collateral supplied by Bagley. It 
resulted in heavy losses to Bagley 
and Brown. 

The committee and the spectators 
had not fully recovered from the 
shock of these disclosures when Ed- 
ward M. Martin, appointment clerk 
in the department under Brown, 
testified that he burned documents 
pertaining to departmental appoint- 
ments before Brown went out of 
office. 

He also revealed that he dis- 
cussed the episode with Brown one 
“night about a week ago in the of- 
fice of Senator Simeon D. Fess 
(Rep.), Ohio, Martin formerly was 
Fess’ secretary. Brown and Fess 
are political allies in Ohio. 

Earlier in the hearings there was 
testimony that Brown and Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General W. Irving 
Glover ordered official documents 
burned in the furnace of the de- 
partment building, and Chairman 
Black (Dem.), Alabama, on one oc- 
casion observed that Brown “should 
at least be credited with trying to 
Save on the coal bill.” 

Of Political Nature. 

Senator Austin, Vermont (Rep.), 
asked Martin whether it was not 
true that documents of the char- 
acter which he had burned might 
have been used by the incoming 
Democratic administration to em- 
barrass the Republican party and 
the witness said it was true. Black 
pounced on him like a* chicken 
hawk. 

“What was in those papers that 
would have damaged the Republi- 
can party?” he demanded. Then 
followed a scorching cross-examina- 
tion in which the harried witness 
twisted and finally became almost 
completely mute. Black corkscrewed 
out of him tre statement that the 
correspondence was of a political 
character.

~ BILL BACKED BY PRESIDENT 


Senate Plans to Repass Measure Barring 
Finanical Deals With Nations : 
Behind in Payments.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Admin- 
istration acquiescence in retaliatory 
legislation against foreign debt de- 
faulters was conveyed to Senate 
Democratic leaders yeste , al- 
though modifications to meet State 
Department approval were forecast 
before a bill is finally enacted. 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the majority leader, said that with 
a few amendments accepta.le to 
the Department, the Senate would 
pass the bill of Senator Johnson 
(Rep.), California, barring financial 
dealings with nations behind in 
whole or in part in their war debts 
to this country. 

“The principle of the bill,” Rob- 
inson said, “is to express the con- 
viction of Congress that those gov- 
ernments which won't pay are not 
entitled to further credit in this 
country. The bill is to protect the 
public.against the purchase of new 
issues of those governments that 
won’t pay the nited States what 
they owe it.” | 
To Call Up Bill in Few Days. 


Robinson is expected to call 
the bill in a few days and to offer 
the amendments the administration 
will accept. These changes would 
confine the restrictions to nations 
that are behind in their debts to 
the American Government and not 
apply them to countries owing pri- 
vate citizens or corporations only. 
They also would apply the bar 
on this side only to individuals and 
corporations, excluding Government 
corporations so as not to conflict 
with the provision in the adminis- 
tration’s money bill authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to deal 
in foreign exchange in an effort 
to stabilize the dollar abroad. 
Another proposed amendment 
would exempt renewals or adjust- 
ments of existing indebtedness. 
This is designed to permit Ameri- 


can holders of foreign securities 
to continue to receive refunding 
bonds or scrip in lieu c* interest. 

Opinion Differs on “In Part.” 

There was a difference of opinion 
as to whether the bill, by applying 
to nations in default “in part,” 
would prevent persons or corpora- 
tions making loans to or »uying 
and selling the securities of Great 
Britain and other nations which 
have made token payments on their 
war debts. 

Some Senators took the position 
it would affect the token payers. 
Others said the administration in 
accepting token payments consid- 
ered the nations making them as 
not in default.

Treasury Statistics on Debts.

Responding to a resolution asking 
for a report, the Treasury said the 
debts to the United States from for- 
eign governments totaled $12,710,-

Of the $304,155,582 unpaid, accord- 
ing to the funding agreements, the 
Treasury said $76,738,995 was prin-

J. J. Doran, a postoffice inspector, 
produced a copy of a report made to 
Brown on the celebrated “spoils 
conference,” at which a few big air- 
line operators sat down together 
and divided the airmail map among 
themselves.

Inspectors 
have been searching for it for the 
last six weeks, he said. 

Doran stated that 21 letters for 
which he has been asked to search 
have not been found. 

After Austin had read two copies 
of letters which obviously related 
to personal affairs, Black started 
to read the others. All of those he 
read dealt with airmail contracts. 

“Would you consider this official 
or personal correspondence?” he 
asked the inspector. “Official,” said 
Doran. 

“Ofcourse, you wouldn’t know 
how Mr. Brown would consider it?” 
“No, sir.” 

“Naturally, you didn’t find any 
of the letters that were burned?” 
“Hardly.” 

“How do you know you didn’t?” 
Austin snapped.’ Laughter almost 
drowned the inspector’s answer. 

“Senator, I couldn’t very well have 
found anything that had been 
burned,” he said. Austin .consid- 
ered a moment, and seemed to find 
the answer reasonable. 

“Burning Was Unusual.” 

Twenty-two large filing cases had 
been trundled into the committee 
room, and James J. Maher, a de- 
partment clerk, testified that, under 
the instructions of Kenneth Mc- 
Pherson, Brown's secretary, he 
burned all the contents the day be- 
fore Brown went out of office. 

“Was there anything unusual 
about destroying the personal corre- 
spondence of a Postmaster-General 
who was going out of office?”

“No, sir, it was destroy- 
ing the official correspondence that 
was unusual,” was the bland reply. 

Maher disclosed that. he. helped 
pack the box in which Brown last 
week made his “amazing” discov- 
ery. Sitting with his hands on the 
papers produced by Farley, Maher 
emphatically denied that he had 
placed them in the box, or that 
he saw them in it. 

“Is it an old custom of Post- 
masters-General to burn official 
documents when leaving office?” 
“That was the first time I ever 
burned any,” Maher replied.

Illinois Resignation Accepted. 


The resignation of Robert J. Dun- 
ham, State administrator in the 
Civil Works Administratfon Com- 
mission in Illinois, was accepted by 
Hopkins. 

Hopkins endeavored for three days 
to keep Dunham as head of the 
Civil Works Administration in Illi- 
nois, but Dunham insisted that his 
resignation be accepted. 

Dunham and the Illinois Civil 
Works commission resigned as a 
result of the appointment of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Dan T. Sultan, an 
army engineer, as Civil Works ad- 
ministrator in Chicago. 

In accepting the resignation, Hop- 
kins announced that Howard Hun- 
ter, field representative of the Civil 
Works Administration, in whose ter- 
ritory Illinois is situated, had been 
appointed Acting Civil Works ad- 
ministrator for Tlinois pending ap- 
pointment of a permanent admin- 
istrator.

WIFE GF LINDBERGH GETS 
GEOGRAPHIC SOCIETY MEDAL 


First Woman to Receive Hubbard 
Award; Conferred for Her 
Work as Co-Pilot.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.--Mrs. 
Anne Morrow Lindbergh today was 
awarded the Hubbard gold medal 
by the National Geographic Society 
for her “brilliant accomplishments 
as radio operator, aerial navigator 
and co-pilot.” 

She is the first woman to receive 
the award. It has been conferred 
on nine men, including her kus- 
band, Charles A. Lindbergh, with 
whom she recently made an exten- 
sive air journey. 

Mrs. Lindbergh’s achievements 
during the comprehensive survey 
trip with Col. Lindbergh were 
unique in several respects,” the so- 
ciety said. “She traveled more 
than 29,000 miles in 198 flying hours, 
not as a passenger but as a co 
pilot. She had the sole responsibili- 
ty throughout the trip for radio 
communications, and was com- 
mended by veteran wireless opera- 
tors on both sides oi the ocean who 
received her messages as a worthy 
member of their fraternity, whose 
signals always came in fast and 
clear. 

“Between radio messages, Mrs. 
Lindbergh found time to share the 
navigational duties of her husband, 
and again received plaudits for her 
skill and accuracy. A competent 
pilot, she also handled the controls 
of the high-powered plane at times, 
to relieve Col. Lindbergh.”

the Treasury, Federal mints and 
assay offices. 

Morgenthau intimated strongly 
that currency stabilization discus- 
sions with Great Britain wera not 
far away. He shook his head nega- 
tively when asked if the talk had 
already started, smiled and added: 
“But if you ask me again next week 
I won’t answer.” By tnat time, he 
indicated, a condition might arise 
where “I would either have to lie 
to you” or tip off the Treasury’s 
hand. 

The new Treasury chief already 
has indicated he wuuld use the sta- 
bilization fund as “blue chips” on 
the table so far as England and 
other nations are concerned. Avoid- 
ing a question as to the possibility 
of a currency war with Great Brit- 
ain his answer was: “What’s a fel- 
low going to say when he’s all 
armed?” 

Morgenthau said a half dozen ex- 
perts would be called on for advice 
as to the operations of the stabili- 
zation fund. However, they appar- 
ently are not to be given the satis- 
faction of knowing just whose ad- 
vice is followed for, said Morgen- 
thau, probably no one but the 
President and himself will have an 
exact knowledge of what is bein 
done. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York is to act as the Treas- 
ury’s agent in the administration of 
the fund, just as it has in past pur- 
chases of gold abroad, Morgenthau 
said, and the State Department 
will be called upon for _ reports 
bearing upon the _ situation from 
the nation’s consular representa- 
tives abroad. 


Aid for Employes Abroad. 


Regardless of the effect of the 
monetary policy in the United 
States, Government officials abroad 
can testify that it has worked where 
they are concerned. In _ conse- 
quence, President Roosevelt has 
asked Congress for $7,125,000 to 
take care of the situation. Most 
of the mceney would be used for 
State Department officials over- 
seas, many of whom have reported 
that the depreciated dollar has re 
duced their buying power until 
they are having trouble buying.

“Germany desires peace with all 
nations, but have noted with pain 
that the difference between our po- 
litical conception and that of other 
peoples led to heaping upon the 
German people many unjustified re- 
proaches and to meeting them with 
distrust. 
“We hold that it is each people’s 
own business to determine its own 
domestic life.” , 
Austrian Relations Unsatisfactory. 


“To the .German Government's 
great regret,” said Hitler, “its re- 
lations with the present Austrian 
Government are not satisfactory. 
“The fault is not ours. The as- 
sertion that Germany plans to vio- 
late Austria is absurd and incapa- 
ble of proof. ’ 

“But it is only natural that an 
idea* which has deeply strrred and 
permeated the German nation 
would not halt at the frontier posts 
of a country which for . centuries 
was an integral part of the German 
Empire. 

“No revolutionary ideas were 
ever stopped at the frontiers, as the 
French revolution has shown. 

“If the present Austrian Govern- 
ment thinks it necessary to sup- 
press this movement forcibly it is 
its own affair, but it will have to 
bear the consequences. 

“Austria cannot expect German 
guests if the latter are looked upon 
as unwelcome—no more than Ger- 
many could expect American ofr 
British guests if they were to have 
their national emblems and flags 
torn down while they were visiting 
Germany. 

“Germany cannot tolerate such 
humiliating treatment.” 

Ther he exclaimed, triumphantly: 
“Ail Germans now traveling abroad, 
except emigrants, are National So- 
cialists!” 

Hitler continued: “The allega- 
tion of the Austrian Government 
that any attack by the Reich is be- 
ing undertaken, or even planned, 
against Austria must be rejected 
most sharply.” 

“If Austria objects to political 
propaganda emanating from Ger- 
many,’ Hitler continued, “surely 
the German Government could 
rightly complain of propaganda em- 
anating in other countries from 
German emigres living there.” 
Germany, he said, would not com- 
plain of propaganda in the Saar, 
in Prague and in Paris, because it 
felt strong enough to counteract 
any such propaganda. 

Proudly proclaiming he was an 
Austrian by birth, Hitler said the 
Austrian people were nationally- 
minded enough not to need propa- 
ganda from Germany. 

This was followed by a tribute to 
Premier Mussolini of Italy and to 
Italy. 


Admonition to Stalin. 


To Joseph Stalin, Soviet Russian 
dictator and head of the Communist 
party, Hitler addressed an admoni- 
tion. He said: 

“Just as little as in Russia would 
be tolerated a German National So- 
cialist tendency, will Germany tol- 
erate a Communistic_tendency or 
even Communist propaganda.” 

In relation to Poland, Hitler said 
that when he became Chancellor 
there was danger that the differ- 
ences between Poland and Germany 
might lead to a political and hered- 
itary enmity. 7 
“Poles and Germans must resign 
themselves to the realization of 
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Year in- Power 


each other’s existence,” he said. “It 


is therefore more purposeful to so 


mold a condition of a thousand 
years’ standing that both nations 
should derive the maximum benefit 
therefrom. : 
“The German Government was 
happy to find in Marshal Pilsudeki 
the same broad-minded viewpoint.” 
.  _Franco-German Relations. 

Concerning Franco-German rela- 
tions, Hitler declared no one in Ger- 
many wanted to threaten France’s 
security. Germany is ready to do 
everything in her power to prove 
this statement, he said, “but Ger- 
many demands equality.” . 

“Nobody in the world,” Hitler 
said, “has’ the right to defiy this 
to a great nation and nobody would 
have the power to prevent it per- 
manently. A new war is wanted by 
nobody and would lead to interna- 
tional chaos. 

“The question of the Saar Basin 
is the only territorial question still 
open between France and Germany. 
After its solution Germany is ready 
and determined to accept the Lo- 
carno Treaty (which binds signa- 
tories to arbitrate disputes) in all 
its aspects. 

He suggested the Saar question 
be solved without a plebiscite which 
he intimated would leave a feeling 
of defeat with one or the other na- 
tion, depending upon which way the 
inhabitants voted. 


Thanks British Government. 


Hitler expressed thanks that the 
British Government had offered its 
services toward creating friendly 
relations between France and Ger- 
many. He said the British disarma- 
ment plan, submitted to Berlin yes- 
terday, would be examined with the 
best will and friendly spirit. 

He said Germany left Geneva and 
the disarmament conference only 
because Germany’s honor and equal- 
ity were not recognized but that 
Germany was ever ready to do her 
part toward bringing happiness to 
all peoples.

“The advancement of the welfare 
of our people in all fields of human 
life and the advancement of culture 
based on high morality.” 

When Hitler left the Chancellery 
to go to the opera house his path 
down the famous boulevard, Unter 
den Linden, was a scene of inten- 
sive enthusiasm. MThonsands of 
spectators formed a solid bank 
along the entire route, bursting into 
cheers as Hitler passed. 

In the Tiergarten, many perched 
on trees and statues for a better 
view. The opera house was crowd- 
ed to the doors long before Hitler 
appeared. The box reserved for 
foreign diplomats was crammed. 

Hermann Wilhelm Goering, Pre- 


-mier of Prussia, opened the proceed- 


ings with an enthusiastic review of 
the last year. He described the 
year as a national regeneration rare 
in the history of the world. He 
paid tribute to Hitler as a savior. 
The Reich, he said, was now welded 
indivisibly for one aim—to shape 
Germany’s destiny. That destiny, he 
said, no group of interests would be 
able to control.

“paradise” of his own. 

It was a hard struggle in the first 
two years, but both reported they 
had attained happiness.

Pierpont, Makley, Russell and 
Miss Kinder were taken to the 
depot heavily shackled and escorted 
by 30 officers, armed with sub- 
machine guns. 

Matt Leach of the Indiana State 
police was granted custody of the

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NEW LEGISLATION 
SOUGHT FOR FICHT 
ON BOOTLEGGERS 


House Judiciary Commit- 
tee to Hear Suggestions 
of Officials on ,Ways to 
Stop Illicit Liquor. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 


- WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The 
administration has decided to work 
for immediate legislation to fight 
bootlegging, which, according to 
Federal agents, is flourishing de 
spite the repeal of prohibition. 

The House Judiciary Committee 
has arranged to hear officials of the 
justice department, the Federal Al- 
cohol Control Administration and 
the Internal Revenue Bureau at a 
secret meeting to plan the legisla- 
tion. 

These agencies, now at odds as to 
the most strategic procedure 
against the bootleggers, are known 
to be in agreement on an urgent 
need for some form of immediate 
legislative action. In all, three 
measures have been suggested. An 
effort will be made to weld them 
into one. 

Letter From Official, 

One of the officials to appear be- 
fore the Judiciary Committee is 
Assistant Attorney-General John §S. 
Hurley. The committee has before 
it a letter from him calling for leg- 
isiation to permit seizure :nd im- 
mediate destruction of stills and 
the confiscation of automobiles. 
boats and airplanes taking illegal 
liquor into outlets for the tax-paid 
product. He asked for more ma- 
chinery also to protect dry states 
under the twenty-first constitution- 
al amendment. 

He said bootleggers with large 
plants were making products and 
putting them out under labels with 
counterfeit stamp tax seals and 
that these products were finding 
their way into State stores and 
county dispensaries. 

“I do not think I need to point 
out to you that the Webb-Kenyon 
Act is an antiquated piece of legis- 
jJation; that it was passed at a 
time when the locomotive was the 
chief means of transporting liquor 
from a wet state to a dry state and 
that automobiles have since revo- 
lutionized the problem of protect- 
ing the dry states,” the Assistant 
Attorney-General wrote. 

“The Webb-Kenyon Act contains 
no penalty for forfeiture provisions. 
The Reed (bone dry) amendment 
in no ways modernizes the legisla- 
tion. 

“I am not at all sure but that 
it may be necessary, in order to 
make the twenty-first amendment 
enforceable, for Congress to make it 
a prima facie violation of such leg- 
islation enacted under the twenty- 
first amendment to possess, trans- 
port, sell or deliver in dry states 
tax-paid liquors bearing the label 
of the distillery located in a wet 
state. 

“I did not include this proposal 
in my original recommendation for 
legislation, inasmuch as I doubt if 
it would be in any way popular 
legislation even in dry states. 

“The country is at the present 
time flooded with imitations of va- 
rious domestic blended and recti- 
fied spirits, all of which are non- 
tax paid. A similar situation, even 
More serious, exists with reference 
to the sale of bootleg liquors under 
imitation and spurious foreign la- 
bels. The bootlegger, in some in- 
stances, has gone to the extent of 
imitating the bottled-in-bond do- 
mestic product, by the use of coun- 
terfeit revenue scrip stamps. 

“It is practically impossible un- 
der the present law to determine 
whether a given package of either 
domestic or foreign spirits is tax- 
paid unless the package contains 
five gallons or more, in which in- 
stance it would have to bear a reve- 
nue stamp. 

“The five-gallon provision in the 
present law permits the bootlegger 
to imitate all brands of domestic, 
blended and rectified spirits, as well 
as all foreign liquors. 

“The Canadian Government re- 
quires an excise stamp. This stamp 
can be é@asily imitated and inas- 
much as it is no violation of our 
laws to counterfeit such stamp, the 


| bootleg element has no hesitancy 


in utilizing same and imitating the 
Canadian product. 

“These non-tax-paid imitations 
are so clever that the American 
distiller, in many instances, cannot 
recognize an imitation bootleg 
product put out under his label, 
without having an analysis of the 
contents of the package made. 

“The digtillers, both domestic and 
foreign, are continually complain- 
ing to the field officers of this unit 
that their product is being imitated 
and distributed by bootleggers. This 
imitation product is even finding 
its way into state stores and coun- 
ty dispensaries, particularly the 
imitation of foreign liquors. 

Samples of Labels. 

“IT am attaching samples of labels, 
wrappers and caps, all of which are 
imitations, as well as counterfeit 
Canadian and domestic scrip 
stamps. ger 

“To give you some idea of how 
easy it is to imitate the genuine 
domestic or foreign product, I am 
attaching a picture showing boot- 
leg imitations of both American 
and foreign liquors.” : 

Besides the pictures accompany- 
ing the letter, some of the samples 
of labels included those of Bacardi 
rum, Burnett’s White Satin gin, 
John Dewar & Son's White Label 
Scotch whisky, Old Overholt whis- 
ky, Lincoln Inn, Silver Dollar, Four 
Aces, Mount Vernon and Mono- 
gram rye, and some of the scrip 
stamps bore the names of well- 
known licensed distilling compa-

6000 Birthday Parties 


Tonight to Honor President 


Roosevelt to Entertain Little Group of Men 


and Women Who Have Supported 
Him Since 1920.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30. — Six 


thousand public parties will be held 
tonight, all over the country, in 
honor of the fifty-second birthday 
of the President of the United 
States and to raise money—prob- 
ably $2,000,000—for the infantile 
paralysis curative sanitarium at 
Warm Springs, Ga., which is s0 
near to his heart. To Franklin D. 


Roosevelt will come by air and 
wire warm and gracious echoes of 
this colossal series of celebrations 
for the birthday of a President. 

Telegrams, letters and gifts will 
come to him. But of all the cele 
brations the one which will touch 
him most deeply and intimately will 
be the dinner party tonight, in his 
own private quarters in the White 
House, for “the Roosevelt boys and 
girls.” 

These men and women have fol- 
lowed the fortunes of Mr. Roose 
velt since the days he ran for Vice- 
President in 1920. These dozen or 
15 have spent half a generation in 
loyalty to the chief. 

Beginning of Friendship. 

They are in the White House to- 
day because of that faith, affection 
and loyalty—Col. Louis McHenry 
Howe, Marvin McIntyre, Steve 
Early, Margaret Lehand—others of 
the faithful crew. This intimate 
association began back in 1920, 
when Woodrow Wilson lay helpless 
in the White House and Cox of 
Ohio and Roosevelt of New York 
took the road to make the fight of 
democracy. 

Howe came into the picture away 
back beyond 1920. For F. D. R. 
was his personal discovery as far 
back as 1911, when young Roose- 
velt, independent Democratic State 
Senator from Dutchess, was balk- 
ing the ambition of Leader Murphy 
of Tammany to place in the United 
States Senate Billy Sheehan. It was 
in that bitter fight over the sen- 
atorship that Louls Howe, then a 
correspondent for a New York 
newspaper, Bennett’s old Herald, 
sensed the comer in the long, lank, 
earnest youth from Dutchess Coun- 
ty. It was then that Louls Howe 
hitched his wagon to the Roosevelt 
star and began to call him “Frank- 
lin”—about the only person that 


a 


‘does so today outside of the Roose- 
velt family. 

So Louis Howe is the dean of the 
Roosevelt boys and girls. The oth- 
ers came later—Miss Margaret Le 
Hand, the President’s personal sec- 
retary, his right hand in those de- 
talis through which he must go 
daily. 

Steve Early, grandson of the old 
Confederate cavalry leader, Jubal 
Early, is the publicity contact man 
for the President. Marvin MclIn- 
tyre is the appointment man. 

Then there is Charley McCarthy, 
who stood by in the New York head- 
quarters, and Tom Lynch, who used 
to be Tax Commissioner in New 
York State, and who was secretary 
to Louis Howe, and Stanley Pre- 
nosil, who did secretarial work on 
the campaign train, and James Sul- 
livan, also on the train and work- 
ing with Mrs. Roosevelt most of 
the time, and one or two more. 

First Dinner in 1921. 

Mr. Roosevelt lost in 1920, in the 
great Republican tidal wave, but 
after that carnpaign they had their 
first get-together dinner — on the 
President’s birthday, Jan. 30, 1921. 
The birthday dinner was held at the 
Roosevelt country home at Hyde 
Park, New York, and to every one 


present he gave, as a souvenir, @ 
pair of gold cuff links. On one link 
was the inscription, “F. D. R., 1920.”

WAR MINISTER MEANS 
FIRMNESS TO HITLER 


Col. Fabry Was Marshal 
Joffre’s Aid — Budget 
and Stavisky Scandal Al- 
so Awaiting Action. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 30.—Edouard Dala- 
dier succeeded today in organizing 
a new government—the eighth in 
France within two years—anc pre- 
pared to tackle the problems of the 
country. The new cabinet is of the 
center, neither Radical nor Con- 
servative. Daladier will have the 


‘foreign affairs portfolio. 


It is composed mainly of veteran 
statesmen, and, significantly, Col. 
Jean Fabry, who was Marshal 
Joffre’s aide-de-camp during the 


war. Appointment of Fabry, vet- 
eran one-legged fighting man, as 
Minister of War, was regarded as a 
clear indication of a strong policy 
toward Chancellor Hitler of Ger- 
many.

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 30.—Assert- 
ing that the Democratic adminis- 


‘tration is attempting to extend gov- 


ernmental powers beyond constitu- 
tional limits and is putting “enor- 
mously expanded authority in the 


hands of a single individual,” Ogden 
L. Mills, Secretary of the Treasury 
under President Hoover, last night 
expressed his faith in the ability 
of the Republican Party “to de- 
velop a program based on time- 
tested principles to meet the new 
conditions of the day.” 

“Where Do We Go From Here” 
was the subject of his address to 
Kansas Republicans celebrating 
the seventy-third annivérsary of 
statehood. 

The immediate function of the 
opposition party “is to see that all 
important policies are subjected to 
such scrutiny, discussion and con- 
sideration as will permit the peo- 
ple to form a just appreciation of 
their wisdom dnd desirability,” he 
told the Kansas Day Club, because 
“even now there is a willingness to 
adopt the most sweeping measures 
without that Gonsideration -which 
would permit the forming and ex- 
pression of public opinion, and an 
obvious impatience with any crit- 
icism.” 

“Free discussion and informed 
public opinion are incompatible 
with the planned and managed na- 
tional life which seems to be the 
ultimate objective of the present 
administration,” he concluded. 

“We are witnessing revolutionary 
changes in our governmental and 
economic structures without popu- 
lar mandate. We are being pre- 
sented with a series of accomplished 
acts, the consequences of which in 
the future life of the nation are in- 
calculable, and, in the name of. na- 
tional solidarity in time of stress, 
the voice of the people is afforded 
no opportunity to become audiblc.” 


Constitutional Safeguards. 

Taking up the question of consti- 
tutionality of certain phases of the 
“New Deal,” Mills asserted that 
“any infraction or suspension of the 
fundamental law is a challenge to 
popular sovereignty.” 

Since no provision has been made 
for suspension of the Constitution 
in time of emergency, he said, “this 
must unquestionably be due to the 
recognition that one of its most 
precious values is that it stands a» 
a safeguard of our rights and liber- 
ties in times of stress. 

“If, then, the Congress and the 
President, by mere declaration of 
an emergency, can in effect sus- 
pend the limitations of the funda- 
mental law, it must be apparent 
that constitutional government as 
understood throughout our history 
ceases to exist, and that the Fed- 
eral Goverment may be transformed 
overnight from a government of 
limited powers to one of unlimited 
authority over the life of every in- 
dividual citizen. 

“Not only have we witnessed what 
I believe is an unconstitutional at- 
tempt to extend the powers of the 
Federal Government beyond the 
limits contemplated by the basic 
law, but the exercise of the enor- 
mously expanded authority has 
peen vested in the hands of a single 
individual, so that the citizen is de- 
prived not: only of the protection 
of the fundamental law, but is sub- 
jected to arbitrary executive action 
freee from the restrictions of leg- 
islative control. The abdication 
by the Congress and the dele- 
gation of powers to the execu- 
tive are in effect creating a gov- 
ernment of men without any prac- 
tical limitations of law.” _ 

“liberty Is Dead.” 

In an-attack on the monetary 
legislation which the former head 
of the Treasury pointed cut directly 
affected every individual in the 
nation, Mills declared. “We have 
to turn back many centuries to the 
days of absolute autocrats to find 
so great a ~ower over the lives of 
millions of men lodged in the hands 
of a single fallible human being. 

As for the NRA, he accused the 
“Federal executive” of attempting 
to establish bureaucratic control 
over all business and industry, and 
over the economic activities of the 
individual citizen.” The power of 
the President to refuse a license, 
Mills asserted, gives him “the pow- 
er to destroy, even without resort 
to the vicious policy of boycott, the 
business of any man who refuses 
to comply with the arbitrary rules 
laid down by the central govern- 
ment.” 

He declared regulations 
“definitely violate the letter and 
spirit of the Constitution.” “They 
abolish the sovereignties of the 
states,” he continued. “They make 
of a government of limited powers 
one of unlimited authority over the 
lives of us all. They destroy Amer- 
ica’s greatest contribution to the 
cause of human freedom—the guar- 
antee of individual rights against 
the arbitrary power of the Gov- 
ernment. 

“If the Federal Government, act- 
ing through a centralized bureauc- 
racy, may reach out to the furthest 
corners of this immense land, and 
the daily life and occupa 
tions of the individual, liberty a5

a nation of free men will have be- 
come an aggregation of regimented 
subjects.” 

No Frecdom in Utopia. 

“In this Utopia to which the 
President is leading us, neither 
free discussion nor liberty will be 
tolerable; men will no longer be 
free in the sense that they may 
plan their own lives, but are to be 
regimented, directed and ruled by 
an all-powerful state. 

“Our ancestors gave their lives 
to make the individual the master 
of his own destiny, and the state 
the servant rather than the mas- 
ter of the people. * * * Are we to 
destroy this inheritance, and to 
tear up the charter of our liberties 
in the vain hope that a small group 
of men, selected through political 
processes, may direct with greater 
sureness and foresight the life of 
the nation than the people them- 
selves? * * * The truth is that 
there exists in the world today no 
man or group of men who can 
visualize, much less direct, the 
countless small streams that united 
to form the mighty river of Ameri- 
can economic life.” 

Since the emergency measures 
are accomplished facts, Mills said, 
little can be done now, but he urged 
the Republican party to “resist to 
the utmost” if an effort is made 
“to make a regimented economy a 
— feature of our national 

- 

Where Mills Draws Line. 

Mills said he thought the Nation- 
al Recovery Act should be limited 
to industries national in scope. He 
would permit these to adopt agree- 
ments, subject to Government regu- 
lation, “for their guidance,” to elim- 
inate unfair and unsound practices. 

“But this is something very dif- 
ferent from the wholesale attempt 
t© reorganize business and industry 
of the country by substituting de- 
tailed bureaucratic contro] in the 
place of regulated individual con- 
trol,” he said. “It is perfectly pos- 
sible to preserve a free economic 
system based on the maintenance 
of competition, and at the same 
time provide that business and in- 
dustry may check abuses and pro 
mote progress through the formula- 
tion of policies for their own guid- 
ance, subject to Government regu- 
ulation based upon law. Surely, 
some way can be found of har- 
monizing the self-expression and 
liberty of the individual with the 
welfare of all.” 


“Spending Our Way Out.” 

Mills called the administration’s 
policy of using the national credit 
to finance its recovery program “an 
uneconomic process.” 

“But while it continues, it pro- 
duces an appearance of business 
prosperity, stimulating as it does 
an increased demand for goods; 
and with basic forces the world 
working toward recovery, it 
may help lead to a resumption of 
normal economic activities,” he 
conceded. He warned, however. 
that the process cannot be con- 
tinued indefinitely since there is a 
limit to national credit. 

“Again it 1s idle to debate the 
wisdom or lack of wisdom of this 
attempt to spend our way out of 
the depression. We are definitely 
committed to this course, and we 
must now devote our best thoughts 
and efforts to make the venture 
successful. The problem resolves 
itself into a race between business 
recovery and the exhaustion of the 
national credit.” 

He urged Republicans to oppose 
“public squandering,” asserting that 
Wwe are in danger of “creating a 
whole series of vested interests that 
cannot be subsidized indefinitely 
from the public purse, and yet may 
politically become so powerful as 
to make it difficult for public offi- 
cers to resist their demands.” 

Obstacles to Recovery. 

As an obstacle to recovery, Mills 
cited “the administration’s appar- 
ent faith in the value of a rise in 
prices per se, even if brought about 
by artificial means, such as mone- 
tary manipulation.” Conceding that 
higher prices might help debtors 
and that a rise in prices of agricul- 
tural products is necessary for a 
better balanced price structure, he 
asserted that “a general rise in 
prices which tends to restrict in- 
dustrial production is clearly unde- 
sirable and opposed to the goal 
sought to be attained by other 
means.” From this viewpoint, he 
said, certain features of the NRA 
are definite obstacles to recovery. 
The NRA, he asserted, reversed the 
normal process of recovery in ex- 
pecting increased volume of pro- 
duction to follow increases in 
wages, costs and prices. 

“Unless the increased production 
does come, failure is inevitable,” he, 
said, “and to date the eviderice in-

DR. COMPTON RECEIVES DATA 
_ ON COSMIC RAY FROM BYRD 


Says It Tends to Show They Are 
“Partly Electrical in 
Nature.” 

By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 30. — Dr. 
Arthur H. Compton, who has been 
studying cosmic rays for years, 
yesterday announced that Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd had sent 
him new exploratory data tending 
to show the rays are “partly elec- 
trical in nature.” 

The University of Chicago scien- 
tist said the Antarctic voyager had 
wirelessed him information picked 
up by delicate instruments prior to 
time the expedition reached New 
Zealand. 

Dr. Compton explained that the 
new data amounted to this: Con- 
firmation that the rays are affected 
by the earth’s megnetic field, and 
at least in part are _ electrical in 
nature. The instruments picked up 
increased intensity in the ray as 
Byrd left the Equator and traveled 
southward.

BRITISH MUSEUM DENIES PLEA 
FAMOUS CODEX WAS STOLEN 


Refuses to Give Up Fourth Century 
Bible Mantscript to Monastery 
on Mount Sinai. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 30.—The British 
Museum refused last night to give 
up the famous fourth century Bib- 


lical manuscript, the Codex Sinaiti- 
cus, to the monastery of Mount 
Sinai, where it was discovered in 
the middle of the last century by 
the Biblical scholar, Lobegott von 
Tischendorf. 

The return of the manuscript, for 
which the British Museum has 


agreed to pay the Soviet Russian 
Government $500,000, was sought by 
Monsignor Athenagoras, Arch- 
bishop of the Greek Orthodox 
Church, who said it had been sto- 
len from the monastery. 

The British Museum quoted from 
Tischendorf’s book, published in 
1871, that the monastery had given 
the manuscript to the Czar in 1869.

Plans for starting the movement 
are being worked out by a commit- 
tee headed by Jacob Baker, As- 
sistant Civil Works Administrator,

Mordecai Ezekiel of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Conrad H. 
Wirth and Dale K. Parrott of the 
Interior Department. Hopkins said 
the committee was about ready to 
make definite recommendation. 


The plan is to operate first in 
connection with the purchase of 
sub-marginal lands for which the 
Public Works Administration has 
allotted $25,000,000. 


The movement eventually will 
involve districts where coal, copper 
and other mines have closed, leav- 
ing a stranded population, and in 
large industrial centers where in- 
dustries have closed leaving thou-

HE Secretary of State, Cordell 

Hull, has come back from 

South America a new man. 
When he left he was fidgety and 
aiarmed. Not long before he de 
parted he even went to Roosevelt 
and asked to be relieved of his job 
as chief American delegate. Even 
on the boat en route to Montevideo 
he had the appearance of a man 
about to become a target for Latin 
bomb-throwers. 

Several things changed all this. 

One was his discovery that the 
Latin Americans didnt object to 
his taking the initiative. In fact, 
they liked it. They especially liked 
it when he started out by calling 
on them, instead of vice versa. 

Another was his sincerity. Also 
his homely mountaineer philosophy. 
Hull’s desire to co-operate, his idea 
that the United States was no bet- 
ter than the others, became so ob- 
vious that he disarmed his enemies. 
Instead of throwing bombs they 
threw bouquets. 

Hull made a lot of little mistakes. 
He had an awful time pronouncing 
some of the Latin American names. 
The Chilean Foreign Minister he 
sometimes called “Mr. Chicago.” 

“Senor Cruchaga,” corrected the 
punctilious Jimmy Dunn, State De- 
partment aide. 

The Argentine Foreign Minister 
he referred to as “Mr. Savannah.” 

“You mean Senor Saavedra 
Lamas,” suggested Mr. Dunn. 

“Well, the Argentine,” Mr. Hull 
concurred. 

With this particular Argentine, 
the Secretary of State formed a fast 
friendship — even a _ partnership. 
Saavedra Lamas had been a thorn 
in the side of the United States for 
many months. He had written 


notes to the State Department that- 


made Secretary Stimson squirm. 
He was considered the chief enemy 
of the Colossus of the North. 

Cordell Hull singled him out 
from the first. He knew Saave- 
dra Lamas had as his pet project 
—a non-aggression pact. He knew 
also that Secretary Stimson on 
March 3—last day of the Hoover 
regime—had sent a note to Argen- 
tina puncturing this pact. Finally 
Hull knew that Argentina had 
never ratified the Kellogg Pact and 
various other Pan American con- 
ciliation treaties. 

So he unfolded to Saavedra La- 
mas a plan to have someone pro- 
pose that all of these treaties--—a 
total of five—be accepted by the 
Pan American Conference. An 
with his natural backwoods astute- 
ness, Hull said:

‘French Fascism. 


EPORTS that State, War and 
Navy intelligence services send 
back from France are almost 
as disquieting as those from the 
Far East—perhaps more so. 

The French General 
growing extremely restive.

(On May 1, the 
two countries will be about even.) 
It sees Germany dominating ‘the 
Saar, preventing a fair plebiscite.

City of Danzig. And it can see 
no civilian French Government in 
a position to stop this. 

That is why at the height of the 
Stavisky scandal there was a threat 
to form a dictatorship in France. 
The General Staff was merely us- 
ing the scandal as a means to an 
end. And that is why probably 
sooner or later, the military will 
find some other excuse to domi- 
nate the government. 

What will happen after that, no 
one can predict. ‘ 

Another thing the General Staff 
has definite ideas about is some 
settlement of the American war 
debt. The Generals figure Ameri- 
can good will is essential. They 
believe an offer should be made, 
even though it is not an offer for 
full payment. They would pay in 
goods, wine, even in Colonies. But 
at least they woffld offer to pay. 

Of course the military in every 
country suffer from over-stimulat- 
ed ambition, but of late they seem 
to be having their way surprising- 
ly often.

The match ended with Vines 
acing Tilden with a driving service, 
which the veteran protested as out, 
only to have Vines repeat the ace 
more convincingly after protracted 
argument. 

One of the two sets Tilden won 
was the long drawn out second, aft- 
er Vines had denied the veteran a 
game in the opening set.

hope to return to the jobs they once 
had. It has been estimated that 
there are at least 1,000,000 people 
in this situation. 

“We have large numbers of fami- 
lies getting relief whose economic 
future is so discouraging that it 
seems entirely improbable that they 
will ever be accommodated again 
in industry,” Hopkins said. “They 
are in communities where industry 
has been worked out such as in the 
steel centers to some extent, copper 
and in some farming country where 
land is so poor that no one could 
make a living on it. 

Some on Poor Land. 

“As to sub-marginal lands 
contra-distinction to timber land 
we find families living on such 
lands and the Government cannot 
simply go in and purchase their 
land and have these families just 


in 


| move on. The plan is not only for 


those in centers where industry can- 
not help them, but for those on 
sub-marginal land who are in the 
same kind of economic stagnation. 

“This ‘plan gets into the Govern- 
ment’s long range program and into 
some of the first steps which are 
necessary to work out that pro- 
gram. We are going to try to take 
those first steps in the interests of 
the needy people involved and in 
the interests of national economy.” 

“What will those people do when 
they are taken somewhere?” Hop- 
kins was asked. 

“They may do two or three 
things,” he replied. “They may 


| work part of the time inside the 


national forests. Large numbers of 
men are required for rehabilitation 
and replanning of national forests 
in addition to the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps.” . 
Situation in Detroit. 

“Does the plan take in people in 
Detroit who have lost out?” was 
another question. 

“Yes. Detroit is one of the towns 
we are thinking about. A lot of 
people moved into Detroit in the 
boom times and now there is no 
work for them and some people 
have been wondering if they are 
ever going back to work. 

“I» think it is time for the Gov- 
ernment to explore such a situation 
in addition to giving relief. If the 
Government is going to spend large 
sums of money a substantial por- 
tion should be spent in constructive 
enterprises such as this.” 

Asked where the people could go 
besides to the forests, Hopkins re- 
plied that they could be put “into 
smaller communities where indus- 
tries are moving.” 

“Small industries may be devel- 
oped around agricultural communi- 
ties.” 

May Teach Handicrafts. 

Hopkins said they might also be 
taught handicrafts and that there 
were a great many families now 
on submarginal land in national 
forests that could be moved to the 
edges of the forests and given 
work in them. 

“What inducements would be held 
out to these people?” Hopkins was 
asked. 

“Their economic life,” he said, “is 
such now that you would not have 
to hold out much. We would trans- 
port them and possibly underwrite 
them for a while. In fact, we might 
not have to give them any more 
than we are now giving them for 
relief.” 

Hopkins said that the whole sit- 
uation will be studied in an effort 
to find an intelligent way to do the 
job, adding, “we want to get these 
people into small self-sustaining 
communities.” 


THREE CASES OF SMALLPOX 
600 PERSONS VACCINATED 


Health Commissioner Issues Warn- 
ings, Points Out 25 Per Cent Are 
Unprotected from Disease. 

Three cases of smallpox in St. 
Louis, one arising in a factory and 
another in an apartment house, 
have caused the immediate vacci- 
nation of 600 persons who had been 
exposed and issuance of a warning 
today by Health Commissioner Bre- 
deck that vaccination is the only 
preventive of this once most dread- 
ed of all diseases. None of the three 
patients had ever been vaccinated. 

“St. Louis has had outstanding 
protection against smallpox since 
about 1901 under. the admirable 
vaccination record of Dr. Max 
Starkloff,” he said, referring to his 
veteran predecessor in office. “But 
probably 25 per cent of the people 
in St. Louis have never been vacci- 
nated, and in that 25 per cent we 
have the possibility of a serious 
epidemic if the disease should ever 
get a start here. 

“We believe we have vaccinated 
every person who had been exposed 
to any of the three cases. When 
85 ‘contacts’ in an apartment house 
were vaccinated Sunday, 10 were 
found never previously to have been 
vaccinated. When 550 were vacci- 
nated in the factory, we found that 
99 had not been vaccinated before. 

“It is important to know that one 
cannot depend on protection from 
an old vaccination. It confers im- 
munity for about seven years. After 
that time, revaccination is advisable 
whenever there is possibility of ex- 
posure,”

SENATE GROUP APPROVES 
NAVY BILL, HOUSE TO ACT 


Admiral Estimates Cost at $475,000,- 
000; Provision on Planes 
Is Modified. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The 
Vinson-Trammell bill authorizing 
construction of the Navy up to full 
treaty strength was approved today 
by the Senate Naval Committee as 
the House prepared to pass it. 

The committee approved the bill 
without a record vote after a short 
hearing in which Admiral William 
H. Stanley estimated the cost of 
the program at about $475,000.000. 

Representatives of several peace 
organizations protested the legisla- 
tion as a “terrific threat” to the 
1935 naval conference and contend- 
ed its only purpose was to provide 
contracts for shipbuilding compa- 
nies. 

On the recommendation of the 
Navy the committee modified the 
bill to give President Roosevelt 
broad power to purchase naval air- 
craft “in numbers commensurate 
with a treaty navy” instead of the 
original provisions for a specific 
limitation of 2184 planes.

Monetary Policy. 

“The Government would enor- 
mously enhance the prospect of ar. 
early recovery if it would remove 
the uncertainties that at present 
deter the business man from mak- 
ing long-term commitments and the 
investor from tying up his funds in 
long-time obligations,” the former 
Treasury head asserted. “The chief 
of these are the uncertainty as to 
the Government’s monetary policy, 
and now the pre-empting of the 
money market by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

“T am not one of those who be- 
lieve it was either necessary or ‘<le- 
sirable to abandon the gold stand- 
ard. I look with dismay upon the 
repudiation of its obligations by the 
Government of the United States. 
I have no faith in- monetary ma- 
nipulation as a wholesome means 
of raising prices. But I am enough 
of a realist to face accomplished 
facts and not to indulge in futile 
recriminations. The question is not 
the rightness or wrongness of past 
policies, but, given existing circum- 
stances, what is a sound future 
policy? 

“Uncertainty as to the ultimate 
value of the dollar destroys confi- 
dence, hinders business decisions, 
commitments and activity, inhibits 
credit expansion and brings about 
a condition of stagnation in the 
capital market, for no _ investor 
cares to advance funds in complete 
ignorance of the value of the unit 
with which he will be repaid. 

“Almost anything is better than 
this uncertainty. This is all the 
more true in view of a budget now 
apparently beyond control and a 
deficit of such proportions as in it- 
self to constitute a threat to the 
integrity of our currency. $ 


“The President’s recent message, 
while in some respects reassuring, 
raises new doubts and fears. Those 
of us who had hoped for a defini- 
tive devaluation of the dollar and 
a stabilization of its exchange value, 
are again disappointed. We are 
still confronted with all of the un- 
certainties of a managed currency. 
It is only too evident that we have 
not reached a terminal in this long 
journey through the mazes of 
monetary experimentation, but only 
a way station. There is still much 
to come. 

“In this message, nowhere do we 
find a definite commitment as to 
the ultimate value of the dollar. 
On the contrary, the President 
speaks of a gold dollar “of such 
weight and fineness as may be es- 
tablished from. time to time. 

On a Paper Basis. 


to be paid out at the discretion ot 
the Secretary of the Treasury, we 
are in effect to remain on an in- 
convertible paper basis, though os- 
tensibly on a gold bullion basis. 


“The Government is to take over 
all the gold at present held by the 
central banks, in accordance with, 
and as the President explains it, 
‘the inherent right of Government 
to issue currency and to be the sole 
custodian and owner of the base 
or reserve of precious: metals un- 
derlying that currency.’ He adds: 
‘With this goes the prerogative of

time to time the extent_and nature 
of the metallic regerye.’ 


“In the absence of definite ex- 
planation, if this means anything, 
it means that there is an ultimate 
intent to have the Treasury issue 
currency, the free gold obtained to 
serve as a reserve against such a 
currency issue. Otherwise, why 
take over all the gold? Why not 
just that portion representing profit 
resulting from devaluation? As- 
suming that the free gold amounts 
to some four billion dollars, and that 
the Administration might deter- 
mine that a 25 per cent reserve is 
adequate, 16 billion of currency 
could be issued. It is difficult to 
escape the suspicion that the ad- 
ministration has some such thought 
in mind as a means of financing 
the immense deficits that it is in- 
curring. Since the currency so is- 
sued would not be in response to 
the demands of business and com- 
merce, but to meet current Gov- 
ment expenditures, it would mean 
inflation of the crudest kind, dis- 
guised by a thin coating of gilt and 
silver. , 


“But this is not the whole story. 
One of the most admirable features 
of our Federal Reserve System, the 
establishment of which constitutes 
one of the great constructive 
achievements of the Wilson admin- 
istration, was the provision for an 
elastic currency, expanding and 
contracting in accordance with the 
business and commercial needs of 
the country, as contrasted with the 
rigid and inelastic monetary system 
of the past; ‘and the placing of the 
control of the volume of money and 
credit in the hands of central banks 
operated under Government super- 
vision, but free from political con- 
trol. The program outlined in the 
President’s message clearly contem- 
plates the impairment of these two 
central features of a sound mone- 
tary system. For an elastic curren- 
cy, he would substitute a redund. 
ant and inelastic currency. For the 
non-political control of the central 
banks, he would substitute the po- 
litical control of the Treasury. Such 
@ prospect is hardly reassuring.

“I prefer to turn my attention 
to the possibilities, among others, 
of recovering lost markets and to 
the stimulation of increased con- 
sumption not only through the res- 
toration of purchasing power at 
home but through the promotion 
of a greater prosperity and a high- 
er standard of living the world 
over. 

“Granted that the difficulties are 
enormous, and that much time and 
patience will be required, this is 
even more true of the self-contain- 
ment program. We will have to 
abandon the present policy of iso- 
lation and intense nationalism and 
to some extent modify recent tariff 
practices. This may sound strange 
coming from an orthodox Repub- 
lican, but I have never understood 
that a sound system of production, 
based on the difference of the 
cost of production at home and 
abroad, if intelligently applied, 
means the erection of impassable 
tariff barriers, the destruction of 
our commerce with the rest of the 
world, and the sacrifice of the ef- 
ficient farmer to save the ineffi- 
cent manufacturer.”

Women Go Unveiled in 


Istanbul and the Harem Is Now Just 
A Showplace. 


ONSTANTINOPLE, or Istan- 
C bul, at first glimpse, tallies with 
one’s notions of how it should 
look; minarets, domes and ancient 
walis, now ragged and broken sug- 
gesting the wear and tear of wars. 
But on the streets, with never a 
man wearing a fez and no veiled 
women, a visitor wonders if he is 
really in old Constantinople. Even 
though he knew the fez and veils 
are now forbidden by law, yet he 
somehow expected to see them. 


But one finds them only in the 
old market on the Asiatic side of 
town where they may be bought, 
secondhand, as souvenirs, for a few 
piasters. Women who used to wear 
veils are now scampering about 


beaches and even in swimming 
pools in sketchy little bathing 
suits. Women are even allowed to 


vote and hold municipal offices. 


Turkey has changed. The fez was 
just a symbol. Originally of Arabic 


origin, it had come to have re- 
ligious significance. With the fez 
gone, thé Moslems ceased to be 


conscious of being different. They 
quit being part of a religion and 
became part of a state. 


When Mustapha Kemel Pasha, 
military hero, now President of the 
Turkish Republic, took power, he 
disposed of both sultan and caliph 
and separated church and state. To- 
day the Moselm church in Turkey, 
once dominant, seems to be on the 
skids. In St. Sophia, biggest 
mosque on earth, with space for 
thousands of the faithful, I counted 
exactly 18 people at the height of 
the praying hour. One young Turk 
told me that with so few going to 
pray, mosques may some day be- 
come halls for symphony concerts. 


One of the biggest changes came 
from doing away with the old 
Arabic alphabet of 480 letters. No 
wonder few could read. Imagine 
a child in kindergarten trying to 
memorize such an alphabet! Seldom 
could a child’s fond parents proud- 
ly say to a visitor “You must hear 
little Abdul repeat his letters.” 

But in 1928 Turkey got itself a 
neat new Roman alphabet. It has 
no Q, W or X, but includes a C 
and S, each with a little tail at- 
tached, a G with an accent, ahd 


a pair of dots above it. 

In this connection an American 
typewriter company showed a great 
stroke of enterprise. As soon as it 
got wind of the exact nature of the 
new alphabet it set to work. When 
the alphabet was publicly an- 
nounced it had its machines in 
Turkey, with the correct charac- 
ters, all ready to go on sale. 


Soon after my arrival in Istanbul 
I met an American friend, who told 
me it had long been his ambition 
to inspect what was once the old 
Sultan’s harem. He appreciated 
that this might have been difficult 
a few years ago; but today the pub- 
lic is permitted to look the place 
over. I told him I should be glad 
to go along with him, though I 
have always felt a little diffident 
about entering a harem, 

We went, under escort of a Turk- 
ish guide, and I was astonished 
to discover the harem is a build- 
ing not unlike many good clubs— 
a city clubhouse in a country club 
setting. One enters a small lobby 
where, presumably, in the old days, 
was an attendant to take one’s hat 
and coat, just as in any welf regulat- 
ed club. But I observed no board 
on the wall for a list of members’ 
names and little red pegs to note 
which members are in the build- 
ing, in case of a telephone call. 
This would have been a needless 
gesture, inasmtich as there was 
never more than one ‘member of 
this club.

arrangements is that there was a 
conspicuous inadequacy of space for 
outdoor exercise.

Instead, there was only one little 
yard, hardly 50 feet square, in 
which they might romp and play 
in the open air.

By 
way of trying out the new law, the 
President promptly divorced his 
own wife, Latife Hanoum, then only 
22 years old. She was a feminist 
and I have an idea asserted her 
own ideas more frequently than 
was best for domestic tranquillity. 


Under new iaws, no girl may 
marry under the age of 17 and any- 
one planning to marry must make 
public declaration of such inten- 
tion 15 days in advance of the cere- 
mony. Yet, notwithstanding this 
opportunity to verify how many 
wives a man already Has, polygamy 
is still being practiced—though only 
among peasants. In country dis- 
tricts, men find monogamy some- 
what impractical.

Results in Entertaining Show 
in Illinois Institution.

“a UT of the shadows of isolation 
into the sunshine of the mystic 
land of make-believe patients 

at Anna State Hospital recaptured 

last week the glamour of a world 
once thought forever ended. 

For the hospital had a circus— 
such a circus as the little IDlinois 
town had never seen before. Held 
in a tan-bark ring, transforming 
the familiar assembly hall, the 
show, complefe irom clowns to pea- 
nuts, was for and largely by the 
patients. 

Participating also were employes 
and townspeople, eager to make it 
a community affair and insure its 
objective of sheer amusement. Hun- 
dreds of other patients attended, 
most had a hand in its preparation, 
all talked of little else for days be- 
fore the event. 

Many whose interest in life 
seemed sluggish manifested a zest 
hitherto lacking. And the expres- 
sions on the faces of the patients 
in the audience as the program pro- 
ceeded to the tune of a patients’ 
band attested to the success of its 
underlying purpose as an experi- 
ment in practical] therapy. 

All of the time-honored events of 
a genuine “big top” were presented 
with a few new ones thrown in. 
There was even a man—a dummy, 
this time—shot from the mouth of 
a cannon with a satisfying “boom.” 

Spangles and sawdust, barkers 
and ballyhoo, side shows and a 
“congress of wild west riders” con- 
tributed to the lure of illusion, part 
and parcel of circuses since time 
immemorial. And the show, a full 
two hours in length, with 16 acts, 
accomplished something the Ring- 
ling brothers ‘themselves might 
envy. It was produced for less 
than $10. 

Costumes for the cast of 120 
were made at the hospital from 
discarded materials, many of 
them in the French room, where 
patients select clothes of designs of 
their own choosing. Animals— 
giraffes, elephants, camels, roaring

First Explanation of Disaster. + 


Ulikedzie’s announcement was 
the first explanation of the disaster | 
which overtook the balloonists as 
they were attempting to descend in 
a heavy fog after setting the new 
record and making valuable obser- 
vations on meteorological conditions 
and the activity of cosmic rays in 
the stratosphere. 

The crash o¢curred in an isolated, 
sparsely inhabited area, accounting 
for the lapse of time before news 
of the disaster reached Moscow. 

The last word received from the 
balloon was that the balloonists 
were trying to make a descent near 
Columna, but a_ serch of the 
region, about 75 miles from Mos || 
cow, proved fruitless. 

The stratosphere explorers ra- 
diced yesterday that they had 
reached an altitude of 67,585 fect.

In the absence of any other ex- 
Planation it was presumed that the 
crew released too much gas in or- 
der to let the balloon down, then 
had too little ballast left to lighten 
the weight of the one and one-half 
ton craft when the men found it 
was dropping too fast..
